ISSUAXCE OF CAPITAL STOCK OF RAILWAY AND MANUFACTVRING CORPORA­
TIONS. 

H. F. 25. 

AN ACT to amend section one thousand six hundred forty·one-b (I6H-b) of the supple­
ment to the code, 1907, relating to the issuance of capital stock of railway and manu­
facturing corporations. 

Be. it enacted by the General A.~sembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. What to be considered in fixing amount of capital stock that 
may be issued. That sf'ction one thousand six hundred forty-one-b (1641-b) 
of the supplement to the code, 1907, be and the same is hereby Huwnded by 
adding thereto the following: 

"Provided that for the purpose of encouraging the construction of new 
steam or electric railways, and manufacturing industries within this state, the 
labor performed in effecting the organization and promotion of snch corpora­
tion, and the reasonable discount allowed or reasonable commission paid in 
negotiating and effecting the sale of bonds for the construction and equipment 
of such railroad or manufacturing plant. shall be taken into consideration as 
elements of value in fixing the amount of capital stock that may be issued."

CHAP'rER 77. 

PROPERTY OF EXTINCT RELIGIOUS SOCIETIES. 

s. F. 229. 

AN ACT to amend sections sixteen hundred forty-three (1643) and sixteen hundred forty­
five (1645) of the code, and amendatory of chapter two (2) of title nine (9) of Ule 
code, and to provide for the control and disposition of property of extinct religious 
societies il?- this state. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION. I. Rules for taking and controlling property. That section 1643 
of the code is hereby amended by adding thereto the following: 

"State, diocesan or district religious organizations incorporated under this 
chapter, or those existing by voluntary association and haying permanent 
funds, shall have the power to adopt and enforce rules as to the property of 
extinct local societies which at any time have been or which may be connected 
therewith and defining when snch a local society shall be considered extinct,

and to take charge of and to control the real and personal property of such 
extinct society:' 

SEC. 2. Local religious society-when deemed extinct. That section 1645 
of the code is hereby amended by adding thereto the following: 

"When a local religious society shall have ceased to support a minister or 
leader or regular services and work for two years or more, or as defined by the 
rules of any incorporated state, diocesan or district society with which it 
has been connected, it shall be deemed extinct, and its property may be 
taken charge of and controlled by such state or similar society of that de­
nomination with which it had been connected." 

SEC. 3. Amendment. That chapter 2 title IX of the code is hereby amended 
by adding thereto sections 1652-a to 1652-f inclusive, as follows: 

"SEC. 1652-a. Trustees-how elected. Any presbytery, synod, conference. 
state or diocesan convention, or other state or district representative body of 
any religious denomination in this state, now or hereafter incorporated under 
this chapter, or any assembly, synod, conference, convention or other gen­
eral ecclesiastical body of any religious denomination in the United States 
having local societies in this state and wherever inco'rporated, may in its 
articles of incorporation or by amendment thereto create a board, com­
mittee or commission of three or more members for any endowment fund 
or other fund ()r property of the denomination represented by such body, 
and, at any regular meeting of such presbytery, synod, conference, state 
or diocesan convention or other representative assembly of ,such denomina­
tion in this state, or of such assembly, synod, conference, convention or 
other general ecclesiastical body in the United States, may elect not less 
than three members of such denomination, one of whom shall be a resi­
dent free-holder in this state, to serve as trustees of such fund 0'1" 
property; and a copy of such articles of incorporation a.nd amendment. 
duly certified to by the officer with whom the same have been filed for 
record, shall be evidence in the courts of this state of the existence of such 
trust and of the powers of such trustees. 

"SEC. 1652-b. POW81'8 and duties of trustees. Such trustees, if chosen to 
take charge of any endowment or other like fund, may invest, manage and 
dispose of the same in accordance with the purpose for which it was created 
subject to such regulations as the body by which they were elected may from 
time to time prescribe; and shall have power to make contracts regarding, 
and to collect and sue for, and in all ways to control and protect, any prop­
erty belonging or which should belong to any such funds. 

I'SEC. 1652-c. Property-how taken cha.rge of -action in equity. When any 
local religious society shall have become extinct, such trustees of the de­
nomination with which it shall have been at any time connected shall take 
charge of its property, whether real or personal, and control dispose of and 
use the same in trust, as part of the endowment or other like funds of such 
denomination within the territorial limits represented by such trustees and 
the corporation by which they were elected and especially fo-r the work of 
such denomination at the place where such extinct local society shall have 
been situated. A transfer of such property by resolution or act of the re­
maining member or members, representative or representatives, of such ex­
tinct local society to such trustees shall operate to pass complete title. If 
on demand therefor there is a failure or refusal to transfer such property to 
such trustees, or if such trustees think proper so to do, they may commence 
action in equity in the district court of the county where such extinct local 
society was situated, making parties defendant thereto all persons known 
to have any interest in or claim upon such property; notice shall be given

as in O'ther equitable actiO'ns, and said cO'urt shall have jurisdictiO'n to' enter 
a decree whereby the title to' all the prO'perty O'f such extinct sO'ciety shall • 
be transferred to' such trustees, O'r fO'r the sale thereO'f and transfer O'f the 
proceeds O'f such sale to' such trustees. Such decree O'r sale thereunder ·shall 
pass gO'O'd title to' such prO'perty. PrO'visiO'ns shall be made fO'r the prO'­
tectiO'n O'f all having claims against such IO'cal sO'ciety O'r its prO'perty. 

"SEC. 1652-d. Property held in trust. The property O'f any such extinct re­
ligiO'US sO'ciety shall be held and disPO'sed of by such trustees in trust for the 
wO'rk O'f the denO'mination in the territO'rial limits represented by such trustees, 
and especially in trust fO'r such wO'rk at the place where such extinct sO'ciety 
was situated or its immediate vicinity within the judgment O'f the religiO'us 
bO'dy by which such trustees were elected. Only incO'me therefrO'm shall be 
used fO'r the general wO'rk O'f such denO'minatiO'n in such territorial limits, 
but the principal shall be kept as a permanent fund except that it may be 
used in the IO'cality where such extinct IO'cal sO'ciety was situated O'r its 
immediate vicinity if thO'ught best by such bO'dy. NO' IO'cal sO'ciety O'f such 
denO'minatiO'n at such place shall be allO'wed to' demand the use of Buch prin-

. cipal fO'r its benefit until it has been recO'gnized and apprO'ved by and has 
complied with the reasonable requirements O'f the bO'dy sO' electing such 
tnlstees. 

"SEC. 1652-e. Existing contracts and property rights. 1j}xisting cO'ntract 
and prO'perty rights arising under the O'rganizatiO'n. rules, laws or canons 
heretO'fO're adO'pted by any cO'rpO'ratiO'n O'r organizatiO'n O'f a religiO'us char­
acter, shall not be affected by the prO'visiO'ns O'f this act except by cO'nsent of 
the interested parties. 

"SEC. 1652-f. Acts in conflict repealed. All acts and parts O'f acts in con­
flict with this act are hereby repealed."

CHAPTER 78. 

ISSUANCE OF POLICY OF INSURANCE BY INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

s. F. 284. 

AN ACT to amend section three (3) of chapter one hundred and twelve (112) of the 
acts of the thirty-third (33d) general assembly. relating to the issuance of polley of 
insurance by insurance companies. 

Be it enacted by the GeneraZ Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Kinds of risks-limitation. That sectiO'n three (3) O'f chapter 
one hundred and twelve (112) O'f the acts O'f the thirty-third (33d) general 
assembly is hereby amended by inserting after the wO'rd "accident" in the 
thirty-fO'urth (34) line thereO'f, the follO'wing wO'rds, to'-wit: 

"and if said cO'mpany is possessed O'f a paid-up capital O'f five hundred 
thO'usand dO'llars ($500,000), it may in additiO'n to' insuring against the 
casualty specified in subdivisiO'n five (5), insure against the casualty specified 
in subdivisions twO' (2) and six (6) and alsO' insure plate glass against break­
age frO'm accident,' '.
